The general and his staff, with an escort of 
Cossacks, were waiting at the railway sta- 
tion to take a train for Tiflis. Without warn- 
ing eight bombs were tarown into the midst 
of the party. Five of them exploded. 


Gen. Alikbanof! was severely wounded, } 


pieces of the bombs penetrating the abdomen 
and piercing his liver. Several officers of his 
staf! were wounded and two Cossacks were 
killed. 

Boies remainder of the Cossacks began to fire 

riminately into the crowd, killing many 
2 In addition the Cossacks burned 
to the ground buildings in the vicinity into 
which the peofle had fled. 7 
Famous for His Brutality. 

Gen. Alikhanoff was the most hated man in 
the Qaucasus. For several months last fall 
the government was completely tn the hands 
of the revolutionists, they being in full pos- 
session of the railroad from the Black sea 
to Suram tunnel, which they had blown up 
in January. Alikhanoff dispatched a column 
of Cossacks, who crossed the mountains and 
with fire and sword laid waste the fertile 
Rion valley. 

The general announced that at the first. 
town reached he proposed to make the peo- 
pie’s grandchildren remember his name. His 
vengeance was horrible. Hundreds of the in- 
habitants, mostly Georgians and Imeretians, 
were slaughteréd by the soldiers, and others 
were executed. Many of the men were 
driven into the mountains, and the women 
were given over to the Cossacks. Fifty vil- 
lages were absolutely wiped out. 


Government Shows Fight. 

The government has begun a vigorous cam- 
paigh against the terrorists. News comes 
today of the- condemnation toMeath of War- 
saw terrorists. for the attempted murder of 
a policeman and the trial by court martial 
of thirty-six more political prisoners at Riga 
who are in jeopardy of the fate of the eight 
who were executed there May 20. ; 

This has precipitated another character- 
istic outburst of fury against the govern- 
ment and probably will be made the subject 
of a pressing interpellation in the douma 
tomorrow. 

Gov. Gen. Doubaseoff of Moscow and other 
governors general have issued proclamations 
in the emperor's name warning the inheh'- 
tante that revolutionary activity wil 90 
suppressed at all costs. 


Black Hundred Still Busy. 

Despite the interpellation adopted by the 
lower house of parliament yesterday regard- 
ing the provocative Bleck Hundred tele- 
grams to the emperor, printed In the Official 
Messenger, that paper this morning again 
published several columns against extending 
the amnesty to “ traitors,” but asking for the 
pardon of those who participated in the anti- 
Jewish outrages, and generally protesting 
that the lower house of parliament does not 
represent the real voice of the Russian peo- 
le. 
” This, taken in connection with the execu- 
tion of the eight revolutionists at Riga while 
the interpellation on the subject was pend- 
ing is interpreted as being a studied effort 
on the part of the government to ignore the 
demards of parlament.

FINDS HER BABIES |PULLS DEATH'S BEARD; LIVES 


DEAD IN A TRUNK. 


Kankakee Mother, Mrs. Ade- | 


lord Van Slette, Hunts for 
Children; Discovers 
Them Smothered.

 Wankakee, II., May 50. sooo At the 
close of a four hour search for her three 
voungest children, Mre. Adelord Van Slette 
found them at 8 o’clock tonight, dead mi a 
trunk in an upper chamber. 

All three were little girls, the youngest a 
mere baby. One dead body Was sitting up- 
right; the others lay huddled together upon 
a pillow. The lid of the big trunk was tight- 
ly closed upon them. 

It is supposed they had crawled into the 
trunk during their play and that the cover 
fell and latched, and that they were suffo- 
cated. The tray of the trunk had been lifted 
out and lay uponabed. No arrests have been 
made. An inquest will be held tomorrow 
morning. 

Ten Children in Family. 

With their six boys and four girls, the Van 
Blettes moved here from a farm at Beaver- 
ville a year age. Vac Siette is a teamster 
and is in good circumstances. The whole 
family occupies a five room house at 506 
Chicago avenue. 

The younger children of the family had 
been playing ou: of deors much of day, 
listening to music, and watching 
display. Late in the afternoon the three: 
younges*, Ida, 8 years old; Rosella, aged 6; 
and Pearl, aged 2, left the others, going into 
the house to continue their romping, They 
were seen by their mother at 5 o'clock. 

Supper time came and Mrs. Van Slette’s 
calle through the house and yard failed to 
bring any response. But she did not worry. 


Opens the “Sardtoga” Trunk. 

After supper was over Mrs, Van Blette, ac- 
cording to the story later told by the family, 
turned attention to the house. She had 
gone through the rooms a dosen times, and 
thought she had searched every nook and 
corner. She had carried a light to every 
dark closet, and to every childish hiding 
place. She had called to the missing girls, 
and had pretended to see them, in the hope 
of surprising them out of their supposed? 
trick. 

At last the mother, in a sleeping room, 
where was a large, old fashioned, rounding 
top trunk of the Saratoga variety, ob- 
served something she had overlooked before. 
The light tray had been taken from the 
trunk and was lying on the bed, 

This circumstance suggested to Mrs. Van 
Blette to look inside the closed trunk. It 
was 9 o'clock, four hours since she last had 
geen her little girls. Without difficulty she 
lit the lid and held the lamp she carfied 

that the light fell full upon the interior. 


* 
At First Thinks Them Alive. 

She saw her two babies lying on a pillow 
in the bottom of the trunk. Ida, the oldest 
of the three’ girls, was sitting upright, her 
head drooping on her breast. The children 
were. so still that Mrs. Van Slette stood in 
sympathetic stillness for an instant. Then 
she put forth her hand and touched Ida and 
spoke. 

Contact with the girl’s head and the lack 
of response froze the woman with horror. 
The children were dead. 

Without further investigation Mrs. Van 
Slette fled to the lower room and told her 
husband of her discovery. The members of 
the family say he returned to the chamber 
with her and they lifted out the three little 
bodies and laid them on the bed. Apparently 
the children had died without a struggle or 

an effort to lift the cover of the trunk, as their 
positions indicated repose. 

Coroner L. E. Fenoville wae notified and 
was at the house within an hour. He ques- 
tioned the pareots, who declared they be- 
Heved the children had been smothered as 
the réeult of an accident. The trunk is not 
self-locking, but it hes clasps thet easily 
might snap and hold K shut against the 
strength of children. 

A post-mortem examination will be made 
in the morning and the inquest will then 
begin. The coroner says the inquiry will

obtain $25,000 to construct a bag after his 
own plans. 

Without ballast, without a life preserver, 
even without the apparently indispensable 
„ basket,” the man who has made sixty as- 
censlons rose from the circus ring of Lune 
park at Coney Island. He missed the eu- 
pola of the tower by a scratch, swung past 
the flagstaff with less than a foot between 
the delicate silk bubble and the sharp point 
of the stick. 

Three times he ‘ried to shoot upward and 
three times he came down in a mass of ropes 


and scattered) ballast: Then he cut away | 


the basket, threw his ballast to the ground, 
flung his parachute aside, and, lashing him- 
self to the ropes, soared into the air, while 
50,000 persons: in the park and o 


+ watched him awe stricken. 


Somersaults 2,500 Feet Above Ground. 
The crowds watched until the balloon was 
only a black speck against the clear blue sky. 
Then a scene never before witnessed, accord- 
ing to aeronauts, occurred. The baticon 
made a clean somersault in the air at a dis- 


tance of probably 2,600 feet, like a circus per- 


former on a tfapeze hurled suddeniy from 
his pendant position in a circle. 

Three times the balloon swung around in 
this manner, with the fearless German cling- 
ing on and being swung through the air like 
a stone swirled in a slungshot. 

Then a twenty-five mile breeze caught the 
swirling bag and flung it out to sea. Over 
streets and houses, leaping and circling like a 
shred of paper in the wind, the balloon spun 
seaward while thousands watched awaiting 
the final plunge and Wartscher's death. 

But the wind which whipped the balloon 
out to sea threw it back again until it danced 
over Jemaica bay, and at last commenced 
to spin down. It was ‘carried nearly two 
miles before it hit the water body @ mile 
from Ruffie reef. 


Fight for Life in Water. 

Whrtscher was 80 tightly enmeshed he 
could not free himself. There was a slight 
rent in the bag just above his head and the 
gas as well as the water caused him to lose 
consciousness. 

From Ruffle reef, a desolate and forlorn 
bit of rock and sand, the balloon was seen 
by David gritth; Carl Orote, and Warren 
Francisco, fishermen. The three put off in 
a boat and for half an hour tried to get the 
balloon to the beach. They fallen, but man-

HOT DEBATE IN COUNCIL. 


Small Clubs Defeat Efforts of 
Large Organizations to 
Shirk Dues.

St. Paul, Minn., May 30.—([Special j—The 
eighth annual meeting of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs was opened for- 
mally in the great drill hall of he armory 
here tonight. There were 5,000 women in the 
hall when President Sarah S. Platt Decker 
called the convention to order. 

The floor of the conyention hall was 
thronged to the doors and the balcanies were 
a mass of summery gowns and nodding 
ostrich plumes. Where there were not club 
women there were state and city cfficiala; 
where there were not state and city cfiicials 
there were reception committees, and hall 
committees, and floor committees, and ushers 
and pages heavily laden with badges and 
Insignia. 

In the long entrance hall there were po- 
"licemen and militiamen serving as bureaus 
of information, guide books, and human 
posts, about which the hurrying, disappoint- 
ed club women who had left their tickets and 
badges and credentials at home made swirl- 
ing eddies. Long before the last delegate 
swept into the hall every seat was occupied 
and the overflow was finding room on the 
window sills. 

Brings Convention to Feet. 

It remained for President Cyrus Northrup 
of the Minnesota State university, the last 
speaker at the opening session, to bring the 
convention to its feet with 5,000 fluttering 
handkerchiefs. 

“If the women don't want to vote, he said, 
raising his voice until it could be heard in 
the farthest corners of the hall, don't make 
them vote, but if the women want to vote 
there is no reason under the canopy of heaven 
why they should not vote. And,” he added 
after a pause, “if they could vote what a 
revolution in political affairs there would be.“ 

Before President Northrup had finished 
the sentence half the women in the hall were 
waving their handkerchiefs, and it was some 
moments before the educator was allowed to 
go on. 

Dr. Northrup was the last speaker of the 
evening. Preceding him the delegates to the 
convention were welcomed by Gov. John A. 
Johnson of Minnesota, Mayor Robert A 
Smith of St. Paul, Philip J. Herzog, president 
of the Commercial club of St. Paul; Mrs. J. 


nesota Federation of Women's Clubs; Mrs. 
J. L. Washburn, president Minnesota Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs, and Mrs. Decker, who 
made the response to the addresses of wel- 


come. 
Era for Purity. 

In making the first plea for equal suffrage 
that has been made before the convention 
President Northrup declared the country in 
the last three or four years has been given 
an uplift toward a higher life such as it 
never before received. 

Men high up in the nation have been 
deposed from their pedestals. and gone to 
prisons and disgrace.” 

He declared that this is an era for national, 
state, and municipal houseclegners, and that 
women being the national housekeepers 
should lend a hand in this work. He called 
upon hie hearers to make better homes and 
to bring up the standard of living and to 


est social life, the highest political life. 
“You can do this“ said he, dy elevating 
your husbands and training your sons.“ 


Small Clubs Win Point. 
The 4,000 small clubs in the General Feder- 


tered forces at the opening of the meeting of 
the federation’s council today, formed a de- 
fensive and offensive organization, and, mar- 
shaling an overwhelming majority of votes, 
defeated every effort on the part of the larger 
clubs to ghirk their full share of responei- 
bility in financial support of the national or- 
ganization. 

The council, which is composed of mem- 
bers of the board of directors, presidents of 
presidents of 
clubs, and kindred societies affiliated with 
the general federation, convened early in the 
afternoon for the purpose of considering 
changes in the bylaws proposed by the re- 
vision committee and making recommenda- 
tions to the federation. 

Only two important changes are contem- 
plated by the revision committee, of which 
Mrs. John D. Sherman, Chicago, is chair- 
man. One of the changes advocated was an 
increase in the size of the board of directors 
and the other was a reduction in the per 
capita tax upon large clubs in the federation. 
The most interesting debate of the afternoon 
came when the proposal to change the meth- 
od of arriving at the amount of dues each 
federated club should be required to pay was 
read, Under the present bylaws the annual 


‘dues of clubs of fewer than.twenty-five mem- 


bers are $2.50, while clubs numbering twen- 
ty-five or more pay dues at the rate of 10 
cents per capita. Under this plan clubs the 
size of the Chicago Woman's club, with 900 
members, paid $90 a year, while clubs with 
thirty members paid only $3 a year. 


Fixes Dues of Clubs. 


One of the proposed amendments fixed the 
dues of larger clubs at 10 cents per capita 
for clubs having a membership from twen- 
ty-five to 400, and fixed the assessment éf 
$40 for all clus with a membership of over 
400 


The second proposed amendment fixed the 
following scale: Clubs with a membership 
from twenty-five to 100, 10 cents per capita. 


‘Clubs from 100 to 200 members, $10. Clubs 


of over 200, 5 cents per capita. 

As soon as Mrs. Sherman finished reading 
the two proposed amendments, both of which 
were prepared and forwarded to the revi- 
sion committee by the larger clubs, the storm 
broke in the delegations from the smaller 
clubs. Only three of the larger clubs aided 
the small clubs in their fight. The Chicago 
Woman's club, West End Woman's club,

The debate over the proposed amendments 
lasted over an hour. Finally, the smali clubs 
forced a vote, an overwhelming majority vot- 
ing to recommend to the federation that no 
change be made in the present method of 
taxing different clubs. With equally sub- 
stantial majorities both measures to in- 
crease the size of the board of directors were 
beaten. 

At its caucus this morning the Illinois dele- 
gation unanimously indorsed Mrs. Decker 
for a second term, and without a dissenting 
vote called upon the federation to reélect 
Mrs. John D. Sherman of Chicago as record-. 
ing secretary.

LAKE’S SUDDEN RISE CAUSED 
BY AN APPROACHING STORM. 


Rapid Change in Level of the Water Is 
Followed by Several Miniature Tidal 
Waves in Chicago.

Rapid fluctuations in the barometric pres- 
sure on the surface of Lake Michigan yés- 
terday caused a recurrence of tidal waves, 
or ““@iches,” which changed the level of the 
surface of the river at its mouth four feet 
four inches in fifteen minutes. Although 
these strange manifestations prevail, sev- 
eral times each year, the fluctuation yester- 
day was the greatest since the wave of 
August, 1903, which registered five feet. 
The quick changes in atmospheric conditions 
came with a falling barometer, due to th 
approach of a storm center from the west. 
The first and highest wave was noticediat 
the life saving station at 6:30 o’clock in the 
morning, the current into the river being 
rapidly followed by an equal flow lakeward, 
There was a constant recurrence of the 
** seiches’’’ during the day, decrea#ing in size 
during the afternoon. 

Although the rapid rise and fall of the 
river interfered slightly with the loading 
and unloading of ships in the main river, 
no damage was caused to shipping. 

Other nearby towns, notably Racine, Michi- 
gan City, and Waukegan, also were affected.

Berkman Wears a Straw Hat. 

Berkman had anticipated society slightly 
by donning a straw hat. He wore eveglasses 
and a neat gray suit. iie admitted that he 
was not so bloodthirsty as of yore, although 
‘he closed his speech by declaring that, al- 
though I have been fourteen years in prisan, 
I am the same Alexander Berkman I always 
have been and will fight for the same ideas. 
, “I will tell you about the workhouse first,”’ 
sald Berkman. Tou remember I was sen- 
tencdéd to spend one year in the workhouse 
ir addition to the penitentiary sentence. If 
the prison was purgatory the workhouse 
was hell. When I was taken to the work- 
house the officer asked my occupation. The 
sheriff sald I was a linguist.. I added that I 
had worked thirteen years fog the same firm 
(the penitentiary). The warden said: ‘We 
speak only one langage here and d— lit- 
tle of that." For twelve years I did not see 
the doctor feel a man's pulse. In the work- 
house, when a man was taken to the hospi- 
tal, work was started on a box to bury him 
in. I know of only oe man who escaped, 
and that was an extraordinary case. 

** Ordinarily, prisoners were lined up be- 
fore the doctor, who did not touch them. One 
man would say his heart troubled him, an- 
other would declare that his stomach was 
out of order, ana a third would complain of 
something else. To all these plaints the doc- 
tor had one stereotyped answer: Give the 
prisoner a dose of salts." That was the pan- 
| acea for all ills. 


Hospital Means Death. 


A man would be given this prescription 
repeatedly until he was so sick that he could 
not leave his cell. Then the doctor would 


say: ‘In three days take this man to the 
hospital.” That was og gears Lo sentence of 
death. 


“A German er of some medical ex- 
perience was seized with hemorrhages from 
He was given the 
usual prescription, and, after lying in his cell 
three days, was taken to the hospital. The 
doctor said to the attendants: ‘ Youcan bury ‘ 
him in the morning.’ The prisoner persuaded 
a deputy to get him a certain drug from the 
dispensary; and-stopped the bleeding him- 
self. The doctor was so angry because he 
didn't die that he had the prisoner thrown 
back into his cell, although he was so weak 
as to be almost dead. What right have 
you to be here?’ asked the doctor. ‘ You are 
supposed to be dead.“ 

Berkman, then told of a solitary cell in 
which prisoners were beaten with black 
jacks,“ and of iron rings which were used to 
torture prisoners until they were paralyzed. 
He declared that while in solitary confine- 
ment he established communication with Car) 
Nold, his fellow-prisoner, and prepared the 
manuscript of book to be entitled To Held 
and Back.” e said he was discriminated 
against by prison Officials because he was an 
anarchist, and that in ten years he did not 
see a visitor. The speaker said that part of 
his term of imprisonment was spent in a dark 
cell fifteen feet underground. 

“Though I may be broader in my views | 
today and have more wisdom than fourteen 
years ago. I still am the same man,“ de- 
clared Berkman. ‘“ The dungeon, the black- 
jack, and all the other tortures have not re- 
formed me. And because 1 am the same man 
I will do hereafter às I have done before.“

MEAT INSPECTION IS DEFENDED 


Dr. Bennett, Government Official at 
Yards, Declares Tainted“ Meat 
Is Destroyed. 


Dr. 8. Bennett Miet government in- 


spector at the stockyards in this city, in 
speaking of the present meat agitation yes- 
terday, reiterated with emphasis his asser 
tion that not a pound of 8 meat es- 
capes into the local market.“ 

I never saw anything like the frenzy 
displayed over this question,” he said. Men 
who never saw the interior of a packing 
house are learnedly discussing the necessity 
of giving the inspectors the right co destroy 
all the meat they condemn. They do destroy 
it now. They always have done so, at least 
since I came here ten years ago. 

“ Just ae soon as the ‘tagger’ puts the 
‘suspicious’ tag upon a carcass it is hauled 
off t6 the government’s room and locked in 
there. No one has the key to that room ex- 
cept the government. By and by the in- 
spector, who is a trained veterinary, comes 
around and examines the meat. If his judg- 
ment corroborates the verdict of the ‘ tagger ’ 
then the animal is dumped forthwith into the 
‘tank’ ang converted into fertilizer. The 
packer gets nothing from that animal except 
the hide, hoofs, horns, and the fertilizing ma- 
terial. 

“For any one to assert condemned meat 
escapes into the local market or into any 
other market is the veriest nonsense.” 
What about the Standard Slaughtering 
company? 

“That is under the same regulations as 
Armour’s. We have three inspectors there 
all the time.“

Under orders of the war department in 
-. force since 1000 commissary officers of the 
army and veterinarians detailed by the de- 
ment of agriculture make careful inspec- 
tions of meat intended for troops from the 


time of the arrival of animals at the stock- 


until the finished product is shipped 
from the yards. Prior to 1900 the number 
of commissary officers was so small it-was 


which even then was considered desirable. 
The passage of the army reorganization law 
in that year resulted in a large increase in 
the commissary corps, and sufficient officers, 
with Inspectors from the agricultural de- 
partment, have been on duty since to keep a 
sharp watch over every pound of meat con- 
tracted for by the war department. 

There are two officers in Chicago and some- 
thnes three, and always three veterinary in- 
epectors. It is the duty of these officers to 
seiect only healthy animals and to inspect 
every detail of the slaughtering, cutting, cur- 
ing, and canning. Practieally all of the 
meat bought in Chicago, Kansas City, and 
Omaha is cured and canned meat. 

The posts on the cattle ranges depend upon 
local resources for fresh meats, and in the 
Philippines the army and navy use meat 
brought ‘from Australia. The army buys 
from the packing houses in Chicago canned 
corned beef, canned roast beef, canned corn 
beef hash, and canned roast beef hash. Some 
other meats of a fancy character have been 
purchased for sale to the soldiers, and it is 
believed they were pure and fit for human 
consumption. 


No Complaint to War Department. 
With regard to canned, meats, it is learned 
that each can is marked with the army stamp 
and the date of canning. It is practically 
impossible, therefore, for cans that v 
Bot been inspected to be mixed with. | 
that have been passed by the military in- 
gpectors, nor would the packers care to put 
upon the market any army cans, in view of 
the fact that the date of their preparation is 
stated. Itis understood that the war 
department has received no complaint from 
its officers regarding the alleged insanitary 
conditions of the packing houses, nor have 
they reported any large number of rejections 
or anything of an unusual character which 
would warrant the department in making an 
investigation. 

But, in spite of the absence of information 
froth the commissary officers, Gen. Sharpe 

ie Interested deeply in the forthcoming re- 
port of Méssrs. Neill and Reynolds. He 
wants to be absolutely certain that the meats 
supplied to the army are fresh and fit for 
food, and if he has his way the officers and 
inspectors in Chicago, Kansas City, and 
Omaha will be warned to take ali precautions 
that may be necessary in order to secure 
healthful meat supplies for the military 
service.

The president recogniges the 
importance of the work done by Sinclair, 
but he does not believe that the author should 
attempt to create false and exaggerated im- 
pressions and engender unnecessary and un- 
justifiable fear of all the products of the 
packing houses. 

Sinclair’s Statements Exaggerated. 

He has been following closely the state- 
ments Sinclair has made and has talked with 
Neill and Reynolds concerning them, and he 
regards them as mischievous and calculated 
to do harm. The president knows from his 
commissioners that the sanitary conditions 
in the packing houses are bad, but he does

Small Abattolrs Worst Offenders. 

Both bills omit a provision requiring the in- 
spection of meat whether intended for inter- 
— bi commerce or not. Herein it is claimed 
the constitution is violated. It also is pro- 
posed by the house measures that inspectors 
shall be appointed only after their qualifica- 
tio have been passed upon by the civu 
service commission. In this way the service 
would be taken out of politics. 

Senator Beveridge said today, as the cost 
of inspection. would amount only to 5 cents 
a carcass, the packers, in his opinion, could 
hardly justify the imposition of this ex- 
pense, either on the cattle raiser or the con- 
sumers. He is indifferent, however, whether 
the government or packers pay the cost so 
that the complete inspection he seeks is in- 
sured. 

A statement was made today showing that 
under the present law 151 establishments in 
fifty-one cities are subject to federal in- 
spection. One hundred and forty-two thou- 
sand hogs, of which 10,000 were suffering 
from tuberculosis or other dangerous dis- 
eases, were condemned last year. Officials 
of the bureau of animal industry say in spite 
of the restrictive federal iaw cattle raisers 
are able to and do ship diseased cattle. None 
of the small abattoirs are under inspection, 
and it is believed they put into commerce a 
large quantity of bad meat. 


STOCKMEN DO NOT OPPOSE LAW. 


Statement That More Rigid Inspection 
Would Mean Great Loss Is 
Denied by Officials. 


Sioux City, Ia., May 30.—[Special. ]—Repre- 
gentations that the stocknien of the north- 
west oppose the bill now before congress en- 
tending government inspection over domestic 
and export meats, on the ground that a more 
rigid inspection law would mean a great loss 
to the cattlemen, are repudiated by J. J. Ryan 
of Fort Dodge, Ia., secretary of the Corn 
Beit Meat Producers’ association and Murdo 
MacKenzie, president of the American Na- 
tional Stock Growers’ association. 

„More rigid government inspection will in- 
crease our export trade, declared Mr. Ryan 
here today. We manufacture the best qual- 
ity of meats in the world and we should have 
no suspicion cast onthe sanitary condition of 
our packing plants or that diseased animals 
are used. Such suspicions have already cost 
us much in export trade. Only a short time 
ago Germany barred many of our products 
because of careless inspection, Much loss is 
sustained by offering for export meats of 
questionable quality, and the loss falls on 
the stockmen as much as the additional cost 
of ingpection would fall on the cattlemen 
should the Beveridge bill pass in its original 
form.“ 

Mr. Ryan declared that the government 
should pay the expenses of inspection. 
Murdo MacKenzie expressed the opinion that 
the government should pay the inspection 
charges, but said the bill for a more rigid 
inspection is a good thing all around.

MEAT GASR STIRS BERLIN. 


CHARGES ‘AGAINST AMERICAN 
> PACKERS CAUSE SENSATION. 


Kaiser's Country, Having Most Strin- 
gent Regulations of Any. Nation in 
Europe, Is Anzious, However, to 
Remain on Friendly Terms with 
United States, and May Not Take 
 Action—In Fact, Government Or- 
ders Suppression of Reports.

BERLIN, May 30.—The accusations affect- 
ing the American meat business in general 
and the Chicago packers in particular have 
aroused intense interest throughout Ger- 
many. : 

While the German government probably 
has the most stringent regulations in Eu- 
rope for the protection of the food supply 
of the nation, it is so anxious to remain on 
good terms with the United States that it 
has ordered an official news agency to sup- 
press reports of the revelations. This action 
of the government is taken in order not to 
encourage, the agrarian newspapers to at- 
tack the United States and incidentally 
make political capital for the ag ultural 
party at home. 


Attack Pleases Kaiser. 


The Kaiser is believed to be greatly pleased 
on account of President Roosevelt’s attack 
on the Chicago packers, as he believes the 
agitation and probable legislation in the 
United States will result in checking abuses 
of the law and at the same time make the 
meat supply for foreign consumption better 
than it is. 

Germany, aside from Great Britain, con- 
sumes more American meat than any other 
European nation. Dealers here predict that 
the revelations will not affect refrigerator 
meats to such an extent as canned products. 
The demand for the latter may be lessened,@ 
although the strict regulations for govern- 
ment inspection make it almost impossible 
inferior 
quality to find a way into the German mar- 


ket. 
May Offer New Bill. 

Germany, in fact, appears to be willing, if 
the meat trust gives a guaranty that none 
but the highest grade products shall be sent 
into this country, to make the regulations 
more favorable to the Chicago packers. A 
bili to this effect probably will be introduced 
in the reichstag.

Richmond, Ind., May 30.—Because he 
smokes the nomination of the Rev. John A.

AUTO AND TWO CARS BURN 


EXPLOSION FOLLOWS COLLISION 


AND 17 PERSONS ARE HURT. 


Chanfleer‘ in Cincinnati 
Tries to Drive Big Machine Across 
Street Railway Tracks—Caught Be- 
tween Cars—Blazing Oil Sets All 
Three Vehicles on Fire and They 
Are Destroyed—Wild Panic Among 
the Passengers, 


Reckless 


Cincinnati, O., May 30.—[Spectal.}—The 
explosion of an automobile at the instant it 
was crushed between two street cars will 
probably cost one man’s life. Sixteen other 
persons were injured, 

Both of the street cars, as well as the auto- 
mobile, were destroyed by the firs which fol- 
lowed immediately after the explosion. 

The accident wag one of the strangest 
ever recorded in the city. A touring car 
owned by Dr. J. C. Atkins of 124 Hosea 
street, driven by Walter Levall, a colored 
chauffeur, attempted to pase between a Mill 
creek valley car, south bound, and a Vine 
and Norward car, north bound. 


Machine Nipped Between Cars. 


The chauffeur thought he could get 
through, but he miscalculated the distance 
and the speed of the two cars, which were 
rushing together. 

Both cars crashed into the automobile at 
the sameinstant. Immediately after the col- 
lision the storage tank of the automobile 
exploded, throwing the burning ofl over 
both care as well as the automobile. 

Seventeen persons were injured in the 
g mashup of the auto and the two street cars. 
Dr. Atkins was burned about the face and 
body, and was taken to the city hospital in a 
critical condition. He may die. The chauf- 
feur, though badly bruised, was not seriously 
Miss Bertha Nulsen was badly 
bruised, her right ankle was broken, and she 
was severely burned about the face and 
arms. Her condition is said to be precarious. 
Her sister, Miss Eugenia, was almost as 
seriously hurt, but is expected to recover. 


Panic in Burning Cars. 


Thirteen occupants of the two street cars 
were either severely burned or trampled 
upon in the panic following the explosion. 
Several were so burned about the face that 
they will remain disfigured for life. 

The flowing gray beard of one man of more 
than 60 years of age was burned off. The 
motorman ot one of the cars also was burned 
about the face so he is almost beyond recog- 
nition. 1 

After the accident Dr. Atkins is said to 
have said that his attempt to cross the street 
was the cause of the mishap and to have 
blamed himself for taking the risk. His wife 
is at present dangerously ill and every effort 
is being made to keep news of the accident 
from her. mn 

Insurance Man Auto Victim. 

New York, May 90.—[Speelal. Reuben J. 
Taylor, superintendent of the Continental 
Fire Insurance company, was killed today 
by his automobile running down an em- 
bankment at Riverdale avenue and Two 
Hundred and Thirty-second street, Kings- 
bridge. Taylor lived in the San Remo at 
Central Park and West Seventy-fourth 
street. He was 68 years old. 

He and his wife went out in their new auto- 
mobile today. Coming along Riverdale ave- 
nue they struck one of the numerous hills 
in that part of the city. They were well up 
the grade when the machinery became de- 
ranged and the car stopped. 

Taylor was his own driver. Hie wife sat 
on the rear seat. He tried to start the 
machine forward, but it would not go. Then 
he put on the reverse. This worked all right 
and the machine went backward. When he 
tried to shut off the backward power, how- 
ever, he found trouble in doing so. The 
vehicle was backing toward an embankment 
with a fall of fifteen feet from the level to 
the road. The machine was on the brink be- 
fore Mr. Taylor realized his danger, and 
when he did it was too late to check the 
auto.

HAVANA, May 380.—The senate this even- 
ing ratified the Anglo-Cuban treaty of com- 
merce, navigation, and industry as amended 
by the foreign rejations committee on May 13. 
The vote was 11 to 4. It has been asserted 
that the United States has been opposed to 
the treaty because it gives British warships 
the right to repair and refit in Cuban ports. 
The amendment, it is believed, meets Amer- 
ican objections. 

Senator Sanguily, independent, the prinei- 
pal opponent of the amendments, argued that 
most favored natfon provisions between Cuba 
and Great Britain could not affect Cuba’s 
relations with the United States in any event, 
as Mr. Frelinghuysen and other American 
secretaries of state had declared that fa- 
vored nation clauses were not applicable to 
reciprocal treaties. ! 

“Why.” asked Senator Sanguily. is the 


us? We have given the United States all 
we can without compromising our dignity. 
If we go further, American ships will have 
all the differential rights accompanying 
reciprocity. Anything giving Cuba prestige 
and dignity, like the Britsh treaty, should not 
be disdained.” 

Senator Sangully said that under pressure 
of the United States Cuba was destined to 
be left isolated. and unable to make any 
‘treaties except those which the United States 
dictates. He insisted that Cuba’s necessity 
is to defend herself against the United States. 

Senator Zayas, on behalf of the liberais, 
said the liberals believed the United States 
would not do anything to endanger the in- 
dependence of Cuba. The original treaty 
was against the business interests of the 
island, as it sought too much, considering 
Cuba’s peculiar relations with the United 
States. As amended the treaty was a good 
one. 

Senator Bystamente said there was no rea- 
son for regarding the United States with sus- 
picion.» ‘‘ I stand, as always,” he said, upon 
complete confidence in the great American 
nation. She has not given us the least cause 
for suspicion. 1 do not know why Cuba 
should defend herself against the United 
States when she never has received aught but 
favors from ‘her. Why distrust the great na- 
tion which made such great chapters in Cu- 
ban history? Together we fought for and 
gained liberty for Cuba. We started with the 
United States and we will stand with-her.”’ 

Senator Bustamente in conclusion spoke 
eloquently of the necessity of continuing the 
strongest relationship with the United States.

VIENNA, May 30. Baron von Beck, a high 
official of the ministry of agriculture, has 
deen charged by the emperor to form a new 
cabinet to succeed the Hohenlohe-Schillings- 
fuerst ministry, which resigned May 28 owing 
to dissatisfaction with the proposals for the 
settlement of the common customs tariff of 
Austria-Hungary. Baron von Beck ‘ts 
known to be Im the confidence of Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, the heir presumptive to 
_the throne. 

The anger of the Austrian deputies because 
they were ignored and not asked by the 
emperor for their consent to his action in 
settling the tariff dispute with Hungary by 
his majesty giving his consent to the com- 
mon tariff being called henceforth the au- 
tonomous Hungarian tariff found expres- 
sion today in violent speeches in parliament 
made by representatives of the various par- 
ties. Count Sternberg declared himself as 
being ready to introduce a motion requesting 
the emperor to abdicate, except for the fact 
that such motion would be unconstitutional. 

An unconfirmed-report is current that the 
crown has granted other concessions to Hun- 
gary, indicating the approacuing full eco- 
nomic independence, and it is said that his 
majesty has sanc the cabinet to ne- 
gotiate with Servia in Hungary’s name con- 
cerning a commercial treaty, without regard 
to ts Austrian negotiations on the same 
subject.

Mr. Davitt retired from the re ation 
of South yo in parliament in 1890, but to 
the last took a keen interest in the politics of 
his country. 

Sketch of Davitt’s Career. 

Few men have suffered more for the cause 
of Ireland than did Michael Davitt. Nine 
years of his life of 60 years were oe in 
prison because of his outspoken utterances 
and courageous exertions in behalf of that 
cause. 

In 1870 he was arrested in London, tried on 
an indictment of “ treason felony.” and sen- 
8 to fifteen years penal servitude. After 

he ‘expiration of seven and one-half years of 
his ‘sentence, most of which he served in 
Dartmoor convict prison, he was released on 
ticket of leave. In November 1879, he was 
arrested and prosecuted for an alleged: 
seditious speech, but efter a week's im- 
prisonment and an abortive trial wags re- 
leased. In February, 1881, he was again ar- 
rested by order of the government and con- 
fined in Portland convict prison for fifteen 
| months on a revocation of his original ticket 
“of leave, In February, 1883, he was prose- 
cuted for a violent speech against rent and 
landiordism, and, refusing to give bail to 
keep the peace, sent to Richmond bridewell, 
Dublin, for four months. He was prosecuted 
again im 1889, but acquitted. 


Resigns as Boer War Protest. 


One of the most sensational incidents in 
Mr. Davitt’s career was his resignation from 
the house of commons on Oct, 25, 1800, as a 
protest against the Boer war. 

Davitt came early into that conflict with 
landlords and landlordism which was to last 
throughout the rest of his life. He was born 
on March 25, 1846, in the village of Straide, 
County Mayo, Ireland. When Michael wass 
years old the family was evicted from the 
small holding which was its only means of 
subsistence. 

The family now moved to Lancashire, 
where Davitt was put to work in a cotton 
mill. Losing his right arm when he was 
11 years old by getting it caught in the ma- 
chinery of the mill, he was sent to school 
until he was 15, and then. went to work in a 
printing office, 3 
His career as an Trish agita 
1886, when he joined the revolu 
ment started by James Steph 

He started the land agitation in his native 
county of Mayo in 1879; and in October of that 
year founded the Land league in conjunction 
with Mr. Parnell and others and became its 
guiding spirit. 

From the time of Mr. Davitt's release from 
Richmond bridewell, Dublin, he was an in- 
cessant protagonist ef land league principles 
and nationalist principles in England and 
Ireland. While he was in Portland prison in 
1882 he was elected:a member of parliament 
for Meath. He was promptly disqualified by 
a vote of the house of commons. In 
1891 he stood (for 
Waterford, but he 
next year he was elected for North Meath, but 
was unseated for alleged “ clerical intimida- 
tion. He was again elected for North Meath 
in 1893, but proceedings in bankruptcy caused 
him to retire soon. 


Lived by His Pen. 


He was returned in 1895, while he was in 
Australia, for East Kerry and South Muyo, 
and sat until in October, 1899, when he re- 
signed as a protest against the Boer war. 
Two years later he made a tour of the United 
States on which he was received everywhere 
with marked honors. 

Mr. Davitt earned his living chiefly by 
journalistic and literary work. While in 
Portiand prison he wrote “ Leaves from a 
Prison Diary. which was widely circulated. 
In 1891 appeared bis Defense of the Land

INITIAL ACTION. 


New Political Organization to Be 
Launched Today in the Interest of 
Local Self-Government Regarding 
Saloon Licenses and Sabbath Obser- 
vance -W. R. Michaelis Says a Few 
Temperance Agitators Are Respon- 
@ible for Recent Restrictions. 


A new political organization for the purpose 
of securing unlimited bar permits for reputa- 
blé societies and organizations which are op- 
posing the ordinance recommended by the 
license committee of the city councibis to be 
formed today at a meeting of the executive 
committee of the United Societies of Chi- 
cago at 2:80 p. m. at the Bismarck hotel. The 
name selected for the organization is the 


United Societies for Local Self-Government 


of Chicago. ‘ 

The sixty members of the executive com- 
mittee represent the German, Scandinavian, 
Hungarian, Irish, Bohemian, Polish, and all 
other nationalities resident in Chicago, which 
approve of a foaming. stein of beer or a 
giass of ale for those who like it at a picnic 
or dance. The same elements of the city’s 
population made up the multitude which 
gathered in Michigan avenue early in the 
year to protest against the refusal of the city 
to issue bar permits to any dance halls. 


Blames Temperance Agitators. 


W. R. Michaelis, business manager of the 
Freie Presse, is one of the moving spirits 
in the crusade for maintaining old world 
customs by selling beer and liquor at gath- 
erings of a proper character. Mn Michaelis 
and his cothinkers also favor a Uberal Sun- 
day. They do not see any harm in Sunday 
baseball and other outdoor“ sports. Mr. 
Michaelis lays much of the blame for the 
present and proposed restrictions on reform- 
ers, who, he says, represent not more than 
15,000 temperance agitators. 

“ As the name implies, we believe in local 
self- government,“ said Mr. Michaelis last 
night. In forming the politica? organiza- 
tlon we expect to put ourselves in a better 
position to ask the city council to grant bar 
permits whenever they are asked by reputa- 
ble organizations.

PEACH IN WAGESITUATION IS BX- 
PECTED BY WORKERS. 


Road Presidente and Union Committee 
Are Ready to Arrive at an Amicable 
Understanding—“Loop” Managers 
Decide to Make Concessions in the 
Interest of Peace Union Traction 
Agreement Still Is Unsettled—Pres- 
ident Mahon Will Arrive Sunday. + 


Unless unforeseen changes develop in the 
elevated road situation the chances are good 
for a settlement of the wage question within 
the next twenty-four hours. Efforts of the 
road presidents and the union committee to 
arrive at an amicable understanding were 
partly successful yesterday and the men will 
vote on the acceptance of the terms today 
and tomorrow. 


In the interest of peace the managers ot 


the “loop” ‘decided to make some addi- 
tional concessions. Wage increases were 
provided for two classes of workmen not 
included in the list covered by the companies’ 
original proposal. On the new basis every 
employé of the “loop” from porters to 
ticket sellers will receive higher pay, the 
percentage of increase being greater in the 
case of the lower grade of employés. 
Waive Demand for “Closed Shop. 

The committee representing the men, on 
the other hand, agreed to waive their demand 
for a “closed shop,” although a clause was 
inserted providing that the union win pro- 
tect” all trainmen on the “‘loop.” This is 
the nearest approach to control of the South 
Side elevated employés yet secured by the 
union. 

Clarence O. Pratt, chairman of the execu- 
tive board of the employés’ organization, said 
the committee will recommend the accept- 
ance of the terms. The present agreement 
expires at midnight and it will be imposegi- 
ble to reach a decision by that time, Mr. 
Pratt said, but he promised the officials no 
radical move will be made by the union 
pending the vote of the men. 

‘While danger of trouble is not entirely 
past,” he said, “it is almost safe to say 
the companies and the men will agree and a 
strike will be avoided.’’ 

As soon as the loop agreement is signed 
negotiations will be resumed on the Metro- 
politan, South Side, Northwestern, and Chi- 
cago and Oak Park roads, where 1,000 men 
are employed. On the two latter roads a 
settlement, it is believed, will easily be 
reached. The other .systems present a 
threatening attitude, especially in the case 
of the south side road. 


Want Increase on Union Traction. 

President W. D. Mahon of the Internation- 
al Street Car Men's union will arrive here 
next Sunday to direct personally the ne- 
gotiations with the Metropolitan and South 
Side Elevated road officials. He is expected 
also to conduct the negotiations for an in- 
crease in wages for the men on the lines of 
the Union Traction company, who will be 
working without an agreement beginning to- 
morrow morning. 7 

The Union Traction car employés are be- 
ginning to feel anxious over the failure of 
President John M. Roach to respond to the 
demands filed with him by the union more 
than three weeks ago.

Speedy reformation in such methods of ad- 
ministration of state institutions as made 
possible the Ward scandal at the Kankakee 
insane asylum was assured by a conference 
yesterday in Chicago of. Gov, Deneen and 
Dr. Frank Billings of the board of charities. 

Not only is the Kankakee institution to re- 
celve an overhauling but all other asylums 
and public charitable institutions under state 
jurisdiction will receive similar treatment. 
The investigation at Kankakee is to be con-

Under the law it ls the duty of the board of 
charities to inspect every charitable insti- 
tution twice every year for the specific pur- 
pose of introducing needed reforms. This 
had not been done by the board in the case of 
Kankakee and the other insane asylums. 
Gov. Deneen gave Dr. Billings to understand 
that he would expect the board to do ita duty 
strictly in this respect. 

It was therefore that as soon as 
the board could finish its investigation of 
Kankakee the other institutions would be 
taken up in turn. Subcommittees of the 
board will also be appointed to visit institu- 
tions in other states and report the latest im- 
provements in the matter of the care and 
government of public wards,

PURE FOOD IN THE HOUSE. 
It is conservatively believed that a ma-. 
jority of the house of representatives is in 


} favor of a pure food hill of some kind. 


However, nothing has been done and 
nothing is Hkely to be done at this session. 
The intereste of the manufacturers of 
adulterated and counterfeit food products 
prove to be mightier than the interests 
of the people who eat. Yet every man, 
woman, and child in the United States 
eats, and only a comparatively small 
number are engage. in the manufacture 


of goods which would be condemned as 


poisonous or fraudulent under the terms of 
a pure food bill. But the dealers in, 
poison are organized. While a plain citi- 
zen has even less than onetwenty-thou- 
sandth part of a voice in the councils of 
the nation, Carlyle’s estimate of a British 
subject’s share in parliament, a manufac- 


' turers’ association may easily possess more 


than one whole representative. This does 
not imply improper methods of gaining 
influence; it is possible for a representative 
from a manufacturing district to believe 
that his constituents will be injured by 
any disturbance of existing conditions 
and to be persuaded that the evil effects 
of the articles made in his district are ex- 


| aggerated. 


The people have one representative in 
congress, the speaker of the house. While 
every other member is thinking especially 
of his district, the speaker is considering 
the effect upon the country at large of 
the legislation before the house. He is 
the representative of the dominant party 
and he wishes to secure the continued domi- 
nance of that party. If any ear is atten- 
tive to the voice of the plain people it 
should be that of the speaker. The rules 
of the house make him a kind of cz 
Mr. Reed was the only speaker te 
the title, but his successors have ‘inher- 
ted and enlarged his power. The speaker 
and his party must take the responsibility 
if congress adjourns without adopting 
measures to end the present traffic in 
adulterated foods. The whole country 
demands protection against the cunning of 
unscrupulous manufacturers. 

A remarkable phenomenon is that even 
the senate, which is commonly believed to 
be more remote than the house from the 
will of the people, has heeded the call for 
legislation on this head, and it is the house 
which is delaying action. If representa- 
tives are in earnest the measure can be 
passed in a week, regardless ef the opposi- 
tion of paid or volunteer def ofimpure 
and poisoned food. If representatives are 
rot in earnest they will be called to account 
by their constituents. 


APPEALS IN CRIMINAL CASES. 

It is proposed to give the national gov- 
ernment a limited right of appeal where it 
is the prosecutor in criminal cases. The 
right will not apply where a jury has ac- 
quitted, but only where a judge bas quashed 
or set aside an indictment, has sustained a 
demurrer tœ un indictment, or has sustained 
a special plea in bar when thedefendant has 
not been put in jeopardy. Legislation of 
this character has long been favored by the 
law officers of the government, and they be- 
came specially urgent for it after the de- 
cision of Judge Humphrey in the packers’ 
case, Had it been in their power they would 
bave taken vn appeal from the decision and 
given the Supreme court an opportunity to 
settle once for all the questions at issue. 

The meritorious feature of the legislation 
now before the senate is that it will provide 
an opportunity for a speedy determination 
.of the law in questions involving the suffi- 
ciency of indictments. One or more trial 
judges may decide them in favor of de- 
fendants. Years may go by before another 
judge, disagreeing with the others, rules 
against a defendant. When he takes an 
appeal the Supreme court will finally be en- 
abled to lay down a definite rule for all 
judges in the future. It it shall hold that 
the last judge was right it will be tanta- 
mount to a declaration that there was a 
miscarriage of justice in the earlier cases. 

It will be a reversal of the venerable prac- 
tice in criminal cases to give the prosecution 
the right to take an appeal from anything, 
but the law officers of the national govern- 
ment are not the only persons who believe 
that the right should be granted to a limited 
degree. Prosecuting attorneys in this coun- 
ty and elsewhere have pointed out how the 
catse of justice would be promoted by a 
| modification of the present one sided sys- 
tem of appeals. If the general government 
shall lead the way the states may follow. _

Count Horace de Choiseul was the hero of 
an extraordinary attempt made upon his life 
by a woman about twelve yearsago. She was 
the daughter of a banker of Aubusson, who 
lived for seventeen years with the comte de 
Thoury, @ Norman land owner, who mar- 
ried her on his deathbed. When his affairs 
were settled up it was found that he died 
Insolvent. Ohe thereupon cast her net upon 
her husband’s friend, the late marquis de 
Montalambert, whose wife, sons, and rela- 
tives endeavored in vain to destroy the 
ascendency which she had obtained over him 
and to rid him of her. In this they were un- 
successful, and she was with him when he 
died, having previously extorted from him 
a signed acknowledgment of the alleged 
fact that he was indebted to her for $200,000 
of money loaned, to be repaid to her as a first 
charge upon his estates. 
Count Horace de Cholseul was the principal 
executor of his cousin's will, and as such 
declined to pay the woman any money, 


knowing that the marquis was rich, whereas 


the countess de Thoury had nothing. She 
then, in conjunction with a disreputable con- 
federate, compiled some pamphlets describ- 
ing all the family scandals of the hotses of 
Montalanibert and of Choiseul, and threat- 
ened to publish them unless a settlement 
were made of her claim. Count Horace de 
Choiseul. at once instituted criminal pro- 
ceedings against her, and on being warned of 
this she fired two revolver shots point blank 
at him in the rue de Rivoli one afternoon, 
one of the bullets boring a hole through his 
hat. She was immediately arrested, but de 
Choiseul declined to prosecute her for at- 
tempted murder, treating her attempt on his 
life as ridiculous. He did, however, proceed 
against’ her for blackmail, and she was sen- 
tenced on this charge to a term of several 
years’ imprisonment with hard labor.

-Kelborne, who married Miss Hyacinthe Bell, 


daughter of Dr. William A. Bell of Manitou, 
Colo., last Tuesday, will be more lucky thar 
his father, the earl of Glasgow, who, like 
himself, received hig training in the naval 
profession. For the earl, who served under 
Admiral Sir Charles Napier through the 
Crimean war, left a reputation in the antip- 
odes, where he spent a humber of years 
as governor of New Zealand, of being the 
most persistently unlucky member of the 
British peerage. During his term as gov- 
ernor he was twice shipwrecked while coast-

Lord Glasgow wound up by quarreling to 
such a degree with the prime minister of 
New Zealand, the ex-pugilist, Dick Seddon, 
that the situation became intolerable and he 
was recalled by Secretary of State Chamber- 
lain.’

Van Eweyk Born in Milwaukee. 

“Mr. Van Eweyk was born in Milwaukee, 
Wis., in 1866. In the year 1890 he came to 
Berlin and studied with the well known 
teacher, Prof. Felix Schmidt. 
ing one year he was already able to sing in 
Fritjof, by Max Bruch. Since then Mr. 
Van Eweyk has appeared in hundreds of 
concerts evéry year in all parts of Europe, 
and has also concertized in America. His 
singing before the crown prince and princess 
is not his first appearance before royalty, as 
some years ago he sang before the kaiser.“ 

In a recent article I pointed out how the 
kaiser was much handicapped by a lack of 
funds which he frequently desires to spend 
on works of art awd other things, and how 
the houses of parliament carefully audit all 
the bills presented to them by the national 
and state governments. In a rather acri- 
monious debate thie was again brought out 
yesterday in the Prussian house of repre- 
sentatives, the landtag. 

It was charged that 763,000 marks more 
than was provided in the Prussian budget 
was spent for the reconstruction of the Royal 
theater. It was also claimed that this extra 
money was spent so that the theater could be 
opened on the 2ist of March of last year, 
thereby enabling the Kalger- to go on one of 
his many trips. ‘This made workmen’s labor 
necessary both on Sundays and on several 
religious holidays, for which they received 
wages 50 per cent higher than usual. 

Nor was this all. Against the police regu- 
lations, open coke stoves were used, so that 
several workmen were carried away insensi- 
ble. To make matters worse it was claimed 
that fictitious material was used in place of 
gold for gilding purposes. After the open- 
ing the whole decoration was again torn 
away and replaced for the second time. 


Iroquois Fire Caused Rush. 


Deputy Rosenow, who brought this matter 
to the attention of the house, charged that 
not only was the money of the state used in 
an unwarranted manner but that the kaiser 
had been deceived. Minister von Rhein- 
baben, in his answer, stated that the hasten- 
ing of the reconstruction of the building was 
not due to the reasons asserted, but to the 
fact that the Iroquois fire in Chicago sug- 
gested the imperative need of making the 
Schauspiel Haus safe. 

Two other matters in which the kaiser is 
interested have stirred up art circles in Ger- 
many. The controversy between the impres- 
sicnists and the followers of the old school 
has again broken out. Much to the surprise 
of the impressionists the regular Berliner 
Kunst-Austellung, conducted with govern- 
ment support, contains some of their prin- 
cipal pictures—for example, some of the fa- 
mous Liebermann. These pictures were ob- 
tained from private collections and the pres- 
ident of the Impressionist society, on behalf 
of this organization, has issued a strong 
protest against this unwarranted action. 

On the other hand, the followers of the 
old school also have a grievance. The prize 
for a monument in honor of the late Prot. 
Virchow has just been awarded to the im- 
pressionist painter, Fritz Kümsch. The 
artist represents a group. a Titan fighting a 
sphinx, an allegorical representation of the 
fight which the Titan of science, Virchow, 
had with sickness. On the side of the monu- 
ment is a relief portrait of the great scientist 
crowned by laurels. 

Not alone the artist, but also the doctors, 
are protesting against the Klimsch design. 
The leading medical journal of Germany, 
the Duetssh Medizinische Wochenschritt, 
says: ‘‘We consider it a sin against the 
memory of Virchow, the man who abhorred 
mystical and symbolical ambiguities, this 
exact naturalist, to erect such a monument,” 


Wrede’s Ancestor Also Accused. 


A leading German writer, Dr. Miller, calls 
attention to the fact that one of the progeni- 
tors of Prince Wrede, whose sensational sil- 
ver stealings I have reported, was charged 
with a similar crime. In 1858 the famous 
Cerman writer, Ernst Moritz Arndt, accused 
a Bavarian general, Prince Karl Philip 
Wrede, of having, while in the campaign 
against Jerome Napoleon, carried away sil- 
verware belonging to Silesian magnates, So 
serious did the Bavarian government con- 
sider this charge that they brought action 
against the famous poet, who was condemned 
to imprisonment, but as public opinion was 
against the sentence, the Munich officials 
abstained from carrying it out,

Mr. Dougherty considers the electoral sys- 
tem much worse, however, than a Piere fifth 
wheel to the state coach. There lurks areal 
peril, he believes, in the words of the consti- 
tution in reference to the system: The 
votes shall then be counted.“ There always 
has been a difference of opinion as to whom 
the framere of the constitution meant the 
votes should be counted by. It has been con- 
tended on the one hand that it was intended 
they should be counted by the vice presi- 
dent, on the other that it was intended they 
should be counted by, or under the imme- 
diate direction of, congress. When there 
are no contested state elections the work 
of counting is, of course, one of mere enu- 
meration. When, as was notably the case 
in 1877, there are contests, it may be a task 
of the first difficulty and importance, and a 
difference of opinion, when party spirit was 
inflamed, as to how and by whom it should 
be done, might cause serious trouble, or even 
civil war. 

Mr. Dougherty proposes to remove the 
danger by a constitutional amendment abol- 
ishing the. electoral college and substituting 
for it a system under which each state shall 
divide its electoral votes between the various 
candidates for president and vice president 
im proportion to its popular vote for them. 
In case of conteste the states will settle them 
for themselves, the national government de- 
clining to go back of the face of the returns 
unless under extremely exceptional circum- 
stances. The congress will be the constitu- 
tional court of last resort. 

Mr. Dougherty's book is a complete and 
interesting history of the origin and opera- 
tion of the electoral system, and points to an 
undoubted danger, to guard against which 
precautions should be taken. <A change 
which requires a constitutional amendment 
is, however, of all things the most improb- 


noting elementary moral truths uttered by 
Shakspeare, which were acknowledged by pa- 
gans as well as Christians, and which are as 
evident in Homer and Dante, as quasi pro- 
tests against the doctrines of the reforma- 
tion. In the first chapter of ‘ The Religion of

His 
research has led him to Bonaparte as well as 
anti-Bonaparte archives and memoirs, and 
he manages to balance the evidence with fair- 
ness to all concerned. 

In discussing Jerome’s marriage to Eliza- 
beth Patterson of Baltimore and his subse- 
quent desertion of her and his acquiescence 
in the nullifying of the marriage by Napo- 
leon, he makes you understand the young 
man’s submission to his imperious brother, 
while in nowise sympathising with him in 
the act. 

While Jerome's faults were all inherent, it 
was Napoleon’s ambition which led the for- 
mer to make such a failure as soldier and 
king, for no one knew better than the em- 
peror how weak and useless the little 
brother was many capacity. He forced him 
forward in camp and court, hoping, perhaps, 
that he would “ find himself and show some 
ability. He hampered him, too, in his West- 
phalian revenues, but nearly any one of his 
marshals would have made a better king than 
Jerome. At no stage of his career did the 
latter show himself a man fit to cope with the 
strenuous life of Napoleonic times. Nor at 
any period did he evince stability, good sense, 
or fidelity. He was unfaithful as a husband, 

in this respect he degenerated until he 
became déspicable. He was the black sheep 
of the Bonaparte’s.
